Perry Tracy, a life prisoner from Fort 


Wayne, died in the hospital from dropsy. 
He was buried in the city cemetery. 
Several of the prison offieiala attended 
the burial. 
Tracy and Walter Dunham 


were implic ited together for murder and 
received a life sentence. 
The evidence 


waa circnmatantiaL 
Tracy was a good 


prisoner and aline workman.—Afn-hif/an 
City I>i*)xit<-ht of Saturday. 


The atM>ve recalls to our recollection 


one of the mont memorable criminal 
event*, that occupied the attention of any 
court of ju*tice in Northern Indiana. 
The deceased wa* convicted in the Allen 
criminal circuit court of murder in the 
first decree and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life. The history of the crime 
briefly ia a* follows: Alwut midnight 
of Novemlier 17, 187fi, a porter at the 
Robinson house heard a splash in the 
canal twain, a* though made by a man 
falling into the water. The next morn- 
ing a commercial traveler, who had 
been a guest of the honae, wa* missing 
aud it was supposed he had suicided. 
The eacal waa dragged and tb* l>ody of 
a man found, whose apparel indicated 
he W*A a lal>orer. Several pr-rson* iden- 
tified the body a* that of James O'Brien 
'hose occupation was that of a ditcher. 
He had been ditching near Coesse, Ind., 
and accumulating a little money had 
come to this city to hive a good time. 
Tracy and Dunham were drinking with 
O'Brien and finally they robl«d him. 
To cover their crime the old man VM 
pushed into the canal bacin to drown. 
A coroner1* jnrv was summoned and an 
inquest held. A verdict wa* rendered 
that the deceased caiue tn his dcatli 
through violence at the bauds of a person 
or persons unknown. Engvne B. Smith, 
afterwards chief of police, waa n roemlier 
of the coroner's jury. The crime re- 
mained unknown until in the following 
spring, when Sheriff Mnuson arrested 
Perry Tracy, 
Walter Dunham and 


James Hart man for the murder of 
O'Brien. 
Dunham 
and 
Hartman 


were 
brothers-in-law. 
About * this 


time Moll Durr, wife of Hartman, was 
ako arrested, and her oonfenpion after 
ward* filled column* of Tax SENTINEL 
from the pen of S. E. Mona. 


Dunham and Tracy were tried sepa- 


rately. Dunham wa** tried before a jury 
with Judge Haynea. of Jay county, pre- 
siding, and wa* sent to the penitentiary 
for life. Tracy war tried before Hon. 
J. W. Borden, the jury returning the 
same verdict a* in the Dunham case. 
Over two hundred witnesses testified in 
these two trial*. 
An alibi waa sought to ' 


lw established in each case, but was 
overwhelmingly crushed by the tefcti- 
mouj of the witnesses for the state. 
The Tracy jury was composed of some 
of our l*-*t citizens, among whom were 
Horny Rot00*011 and Mr. Wade, of La- 
fayette township, and John Cochrane, <>f 
this city. No cases ever tried iu our 
court* were ever pn«eented with snch 
vigor and detective skill, or defended 
with more ability. 
It is said that Tracy 


confessed the crime in the prison, later, 
to Joe Davit*, and implicated Durham. 
C. A. Munson, then sheriff, worked on 
the munler mytttery for two years, and 
the detective ability he then displayed 
made him fitmoua in the went, where the 
ciream*taiices were widely published.
